10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  real  estate  deeded  to  the  town  for  non-payment  of 
taxes. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $10.00  for  Sibley  Relief  and  $10.00 
for  Col.  E.  W.  Bailey  Relief  Fund. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $50.00  for  legal  expenses. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $50.00  for  the  care  of  common.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


TO:    The   School    Board    and    Citizens    of    the   School 
District  of  South  Hampton : 

I  am  pleased  to  have  the  opportunity  to  submit  my 
second  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  The  past  year  has  been  productive  of  per- 
sonal and  professional  satisfaction,  all  of  which  has 
been  due  to  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  many 
professional  and  lay  people  who  support  the  South 
Hampton  School.  I  look  forward  to  the  privilege  of 
serving  these  people  in  the  year  ahead. 

I  have  been  extremely  pleased  with  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  staff  of  the  Barnard  School  during  this 
first  portion  of  the  school  year.  While  previous  teach- 
ing staffs  have  been  more  than  adequate,  I  feel  that 
the  current  group  of  Teachers  has  equalled  or  sur- 
passed their  fine  record.

Gallo,  who  is  in  her  first  year  as  a  Grade  One,  Two, 
Three  Teacher  in  the  South  Hampton  School,  has 
competently  managed  a  difficult  assignment  of  the 
multiple  grades  and  a  large  number  of  students.  A 
marked  improvement  in  the  educational  services  being 
offered  to  the  children  of  South  Hampton  is  directly 
attributable  to  this  excellent  staff.  I  hope  that  they 
will  have  no  reason  to  leave  the  system. 
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The  addition  of  a  Music  Supervisor,  in  the  person 
of  Mr.  Frank  Esile,  has  proven  to  be  a  complete 
siiccess.  Mr.  Esile  has  become  very  popular  v^ith  the 
students  and  highly  respected  by  the  Teachers.  He 
combines  the  qualities  of  a  competent  musician  with 
those  of  a  skillful  Teacher,  with  tlie  result  that  children 
have  progressed  rapidly  under  his  tutelage. 

The  budget  for  1960-61  has  increased  in  several 
areas.  The  two  largest  increases  are  in  the  Teachers' 
salaries  and  in  the  item  for  tuition.  The  former  is 
in  recognition  of  the  need  for  competent  Teachers  and 
the  desire  to  retain  the  current  staff.  The  latter  re- 
flects the  increased  number  of  students  attending  high 
school,  and  the  expected  increase  in  the  cost  of  high 
school  education.  I  feel  that  both  of  these  items  are 
a  reasonable  investment  in  a  good  education. 

The  School  Board  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Barnard 
School  have  continued  their  fine  efforts  to  improve  the 
facilities  for  the  children.  The  installation  of  the 
asphalt  tile  floor  in  the  upstairs  room  completes  the 
project  for  the  building  and  adds  greatly  to  the  quality 
of  the  facilities.  The  painting,  recently  accomplished, 
falls  into  this  category  also.  I  am  hopeful  that  both 
groups  can  continue  to  improve  the  facilities  as  cir- 
cumstances permit. 

South  Hampton  shares  with  Supervisory  Union  No. 
21  many  of  the  problems  ^nd  accomplishments  of  this 
educational  system.  Our  Supervisory  Union  Classes 
for  the  Slow  Learner  are  in  their  third  year  and  show 
no  sign  of  being  reduced  in  effectiveness.  The  full 
impact  of  educational  television,  now  in  its  second  year 
in  our  schools,  will  not  be  felt  for  a  long  time.  I  am 
pleased  that  our  school  system  was  among  the  first  to 
utilize  this  service  in  New  Hampshire,  and  I  am  hoping 
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that  we  will  continue  to  be  among  the  leaders  in  this 
area.  Curriculum  studies  are  underway  in  both  Sci- 
ence and  Arithmetic  and  the  results  will  be  beneficial. 

Once  again,  the  School  Boards  of  Supervisory  Union 
No.  21  are  requesting  the  addition  of  an  Assistant  to 
the  Superintendent.  This  request  will  be  contained  in 
a  Special  Article  and  will  include  South  Hampton's 
share  of  the  salary  accompanying  the  position.  If  the 
Article  is  approved  by  all  districts  in  Supervisory 
Union  No.  21  the  person  will  become  employed  on  July 
1,  1960.  Last  year  South  Hampton  approved  this  item 
and  I  hope  that  they  will  again  be  in  favor  of  this 
service. 

The  School  Warrant  will  contain  an  Article  con- 
cerning the  National  Defense  Education  Act.  It  is 
still  possible  to  secure  matching  funds  from  the  Fed- 
eral Government  for  the  purpose  of  improving  in- 
struction in  Mathematics,  Foreign  Language,  or 
Science.  To  do  so  the  school  district  must  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  double  the  amount  to  be  received. 
The  amount  received  is  entered  as  a  receipt,  thus 
enabling  the  school  district  to  stay  within  the  provis- 
ions of  the  law.  This  law  states  that  this  sum  cannot 
be  utilized  as  a  tax  reduction  measure. 

So  much  has  been  spoken  and  written  about  public 
education  that  it  would  be  presumptuous  of  me  to 
attempt  to  add  anything.  I  feel  that  it  can  be  sum- 
marized by  simply  stating  that  "education  once  deemed 
desirable  is  now  proven  to  be  necessary."  The  problem 
facing  America  is  to  provide  both  "quality"  and 
"quantity."  It  can  be  done,  but  it  will  be  expensive. 
Nonetheless,  it  is  an  expense  that  we  must  meet. 

"Schools  reflect  the  society  which  they  serve.  Many 
of  the  failures  we  ascribe  to  contemporary  education 
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are  in  fact  failures  of  our  society  as  a  whole.  A 
society  that  is  indifferent  to  its  own  heritage  cannot 
expect  schools  to  make  good  the  indifference.  A  society 
that  slurs  over  fundamental  principles  and  takes  refuge 
in  the  superficial  and  ephemeral  cannot  demand  that 
its  schools  instruct  in  abiding  moral  values.  A  society 
proudly  pre-occupied  with  its  own  material  accomplish- 
ments and  well-being  cannot  fairly  expect  its  schools 
to  teach  that  the  snug  warmth  of  security  is  less 
meaningful  than  the  bracing  venture  of  freedom.  In 
all  this,  to  reform  our  schools  is  first  to  reform  our- 
selves." Henry  Steele  Commager,  "Our  Schools  Have 
Kept  Us  Free",  October,  1950. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  made 
it  possible  for  the  past  school  year  to  be  a  success.  The 
School  Board  Members,  the  staff  of  the  school,  the 
Barnard  Trustees,  and  the  thoughtful  and  cooperative 
citizens  who  have  supported  our  school.  Their  contri- 
bution has  been  deeply  appreciated. 

I  wish  also  to  pay  tribute  to  Miss  Leota  Whitcomb, 
Helping  Teacher,  Miss  Edith  Hammond,  Executive 
Assistant,  and  the  other  members  of  the  office  staff 
who  have  labored  so  diligently,  and  without  whose 
assistance  so  many  things  would  have  been  left  undone.
